• IX>NDOK, Sept 1.—The house of com- 
mons agreed this evening to suspend 
the discussion at U o'clock to-night in 
order that the third reading of the 
homerule bill might be concluded be- 
fore adjournment. 


Justin McCarthy, leader of the nntl- 


Parnellltes, was the speaker. lie said 
that although the bill did not have the 
character of finality which its opponents 
contended any home-rule measure must 
have, it contained finality In principle. 
When Ireland should gather in na- 
tional parliament it would include 
finality in the true sense of the term 
Irishmen accepted the measure as a 
final adjustment of their leading griev- 
ance against Great Britain. 


Joseph Chamberlain, leader of the 


liberal unionists, while disclaiming all 
intention of questioning Mr. McCar- 
thy's sincerity, said that he could not 
forget how that another Irish leader, 
after accepting a bill as a complete set- 
tlement of the demands of Ireland, had 
recanted and had said it was only a 
partial installment. 


If this bill ever be passed, continued 


Mr. Chamberlain, you will have the 
Irish coming to parliament demanding 
more and more aid, putting pressure 
on ministry after ministry, until at 
last some ministry will be found weak 
enough or base enough to buy the 
Irish vote by granting final separa- 
tion. [Hear ]. 


The mischief that the government 


had done by adopting this policy is ir- 
reparable 
It has made enormously 


difficult tbe government of Ireland; it 
lias postponed Indefinitely the hope of 
the completion of a better settlement. 


"The bill is about to go now to an- 


other place. We probably never shall 
see it again 
Or whether we see or 


not, I am convinced that the British 
people well knew the policy embodied 
in it, and will deal it a deathblow at 
the first opportunity offered them. 
This bill will vanish, but the weakness 
of the liberal party, its lack of inde- 
pendence, its treatment of vital inter- 
ests of the country as mere incidents 
of the New Castle programme will not 
be forgotten nor forgiven by the Brit- 
ish democracy. [Prolonged unionist 
cheers followed this peroration.] 


Mr 
Balfour, conservative leader, 


said that the house had not discussed 
three-fourths of the home rule bill 
either in the committee or in the re- 
port stage. The length of debate on 
the reform act of 1832 had been quoted 
to show that the discussion of the pres- 
ent bill 
had 
been 
exceedingly 


long But the reform bill involved 
only two principles—tbe substitution of 
genuine constituencies for rotten ones 
and the settlement of the franchise 
whereon the electorate should vote. 
The present bill was an absolute re- 
versal of the constitution It involved 
a change of every fundamental princi- 
ple of the constitution. What was the 
prospect of gain in Ireland? The Irish 
members ot parliament had indulged 
in much destructive criticism of the 
landlords, and'thair government had 
never yet produced a practical pro- 
posal likely to be of permanent value 
and to relieve troubles. They aspired 
to rule. The present bill was a mock- 
ery of legislation. Everyone voting for 
it knew something of its worthlessness, 
and to pass it was like trying to put We 
into a dead carcass. 


John Morley, chief secretary for 


Ireland, held that the opposition to 
the bill under discussion had been con- 
ducted in bad faith. If obstruction 
was patriotism, he said, closure was 
patriotism. In regard to the argu- 
ment that there was no finality about 
the bill he had never claimed a final- 
ity for any solution of any deep-rooted 
political question. There was no such 
thing. 


In concluding, Mr. Morley, said that 


after seven and a half years of contro- 
versy this popular ossemply, which was 
virtually supreme, was about to pass 
the home-rule bill for Ireland. What- 
ever might be done elsewhere to delay, 
resist or obstruct the bill, this solemn 
declaration could never be canceled or 
recalled 
[Cries of Gag, gag.] 


Wherever Englishmen toiled, hoped, 


yearned, and wherever there was 
Englishmen and Scotchman weary of 
the inveterate stain on the fame and 
honor of their country, they would 
presently know that this house had 
taken the final steps toward the true 
incorporation of Ireland into a united 
people 
At the close of his speech enthusias- 


tic cheers were given for Mr. Morley. 


The time having arrived for the 


third reading of the bill the speaker 
formally put the motion and ordered a 
division of the house. Mr. Gladstone 
was the first to record his vote, and 
Mr. Morley was the last Each was 
accorded an ovation, as was also Mr. 
Balfour. 


The division resulted: For the mo> 


tiou, 301; against it, 367. 


When th* figures were announced the 


Irish members sprang to their feet and 
cheered wildly, while the opposition 
members raised counter cheers and 
cries of "Resign, resignl" 


The house then adjourned, and im- 


mediately after the sitting of the house 
of lords was resumed, and five minutes 
later the home-rule bill passed the first 
reading.

and the ledger shows the first day's 
deposits to have been $3,268, and of 
these one was for $2,000 by the hoop 
works

amounted to 1260, so that the balance 
•t the close of business should have 
been $3,018 whereas the daily state- 
ment indicated a balance of but $1,334. 
There is a memorandum of a deposit 
by the Converse bank in the Columbia 
national of Chicago for (1,500. It is 
now known that this Columbia deposit 
was merely an entry on the books of 
the Chicago bank, and that no cash 
was in that bank. The capital stock 
on the day the Converse bank opened, 
as shown on the books was just six dol- 
lars, and the furniture and fixtures 
were entered in the resources at $8,600, 
when, in truth, they were bought on 
time 
Further on, January 13, 1893, three 


weeks after the bank opened, Cashier 
Oottsohalk loaned himself $1,049, and 
President Ober borrowed $1,370 On 
the 16th of that month Qottschalk bor- 
rowed $600 more, and in February he 
took $750 additional. In May he bor- 
rowed another 18,000, giving indiffer- 
ent security, depositing notes as col- 
lateral and taking the money as fast 
as the depositors brought it in on his 
certificate of deposit The strange 
part of the whole proceeding is that 
all these evidences of Gottschalk's and 
Ober's indebtedness to the bank have 
disappeared, and the depositors who 
have been "hung up" by the failure are 
-boldly charging that Ober got away 
•with them before the assignment.

JDeith-fied Repentance. 


There never was a more infamon* and 


indcfeneible piece of business attempted 
than that of suspending a pension peed- 
ing examination as to the eafflcienoy c t 
the evidence npon which it was granted. 
Upon what theory it was first inaugu- 
rated in tbe pension offlae wa are nnable 
to aiy, yet it bus been the practice for 
aome years; bat it was applied tn a very 
insignificant number o| cuaes until the 
present administration came into power. 
K the papers ot a pensioner, after th« 
office has granted a pension upon them. 
on re-examination raises a donbt in the 
pension offioe SB to the correctness ot a 
former conclusion npon them, there is 
but one equitable way to rendjcidieete 
tbe matter, and that is to allow the pen- 
sioner hia peniioo until the readjudioa- 
tion la complete. In other words, the 
pensioner, except in cose of fraud, ia en- 
titled to tbe benefit of any donbt that 
may anae after the office has passed fur 
mally npon his claim and his name has 
been placed on the rolls. 


The present administration started m 


on the declaration that the pension roll 
teemed with Irand, and Hoke Smith was 
appointed secretary ot the interior and 
Judge Lochran commissioner of pensions 
to tear thia roll to pieces. 
The object 


waa not to weed out frond, as alleged, 
bnt to reduce the amount annually paid 
out for pension* and thna reduce the 
annual amount of expenditures of the 
government in the interest ot proposed 
free trad*. 
In looking over the ground 


they aeized npon the sosptnsion method 
as ottering the easiest way to shove pen- 
non*!* off the roll, and they proceeded 
to suspend pennons indiscriminately at 
the rate ot about 170 a day tor tbe last 
two and one-half months. To show that 
it wa* done for the purpose ot cutting 
down the amount paid oat for pensions, 
instead of purifying the rolls, it ia only 
neoeesary to call attention to the boast 
recently made by the offioe that it was 
saving the government more than tbe 
ooat of the clerical fore* of the pension 
office. It was saving this boasted amount 
to tbe government at the expense ot 
tho** who saved the government. 


But this cold-blooded business was 


dactined to meat on early frost. Th««x- 
union eolcii«re are not tools to be kicked 
about at the will ot those who happen 
to have neither sympathy nor respect tor 
them and their families, and when the 
modem Ban), "breathing out threatening* 
and slaughter" against the sick and 
crippled defenders of the union, mounted 
the hobby-hone of indiscriminate sus- 
pension and started for the northern 
Damascus with letters of authority "to 
bind both men and women," he bad not 
proceeded tar on hia miaaion " »hen sud- 
denly there tbmed roundabout him" a 
light, and b* beard the cry, "why p*ne- 
ontenttbonDM?

met hii death in an empty oil tank at 
Clark _ Oo-'s Linseed Oil works, was a 
member ot Easterly Damp, Modem 
Woodmen, and that order will have 
charge ot tbe funeral, which will take 
place from the Baptist church Sunday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. Kav. 0. B. Torrey 
will preach tha sermon. 


Coroner Benclnre held an inquest at 


the home of the deceased last evening. 
The jurymen were W. T. Bmitb, W. H. 
McKown, G. W. Roberts, Frel Anderson, 
H. Boone and J. A. Hieor. It nppeareii 
in evidence that Wix and Habreaker 
were engaged in cleaning out settlings 
in the tank, whioh is 11 feet d<wp. Wix 
hod told Habreaker that Thursday night 
he had put oil in the tank, and that he 
thought there wot enough to thin what 
oil it was desired to clean out. In saying 
that he put oil in the tank be probably 
meant naptha, Thomas Boherer testified 
that be delivered a barrel ot naptha at 
the mill, and that Wix told him it was to 
be put in the tank to thin the oil there 
so it could be cleaned oat. Soberer said 
the naptha was abont 165 pounds press- 
are, and a barrel ot it in a tank would 
speedily generate into gas, and that a 
nun could not live in it. Whan Linn 
Bodolifl was called and washed tbe body 
he found that the deceased had swal- 
lowed bat little of the oil, although the 
body was completely covered with it. 
Wix hod never complained ot any gas in 
the tanks, but the only^explanation of his 
death is that he was overcome by the 
naptba goe and died of unffooation. Tbe 
verdict was. that "William Wix came to 
his death by being suffocated or from 
some other cause unknown to the jnry, 
while cleaning an oil tank."
